ADVICES 


Has a Battle Waging Between Turk, 


ish and Revolutionary Forces. 


Several Villages Inhabited by Greeks Were 


Burned Down, and Eight Hundred Mussel- 


Men Massacred. Turkish Troops 


Without Rations. 


CoBstantinople, Aug 18.—The 
Rus- 


sian squadron of war ships which left 
Sebaetopol yesterday is expected to 
arrive off the coast or Turkey this 
afternoon, to support the demands 
made on Turkey by Russia, in connec- 
tion with the assassination August 7 
of Rostkovski the Russian consul at 
Monastir. The fact that Russia is 
about to make a naval demonstration 
ia Turkish waters has been kept a 
profound secret, the public being en- 
tirely ignorant of the Russian move. 
The notification received here of the 
sailing of the squadron was an unwel- 
come surprise to the Turkish govern- 
ment, which had pretended to believe 
that the 
Rostkovski 
incident 
had 


been closed with the punishment of 
the guilty parties. The most recent 
advices received here from Monastir 
were forwarded Sunday night and an- 
nounced that the fighting between the 
insurgents and Turkish troops in the 
vicinity of Krushevo continued and 
that many refugees from neighboring 
villages had congregated at Monastir. 
Several villages inhabited by Greeks, 
it'was added, had been set on fire by 
the Insurgents. 


According to advices received at one 


of the foreign embassies at Constanti- 
nople, no less than 
eight 
hundred 


Mussulmen have 
been 
massacred 


throughout the district of Monastir 
by insurgents, whose movtcients con- 
tinue to gain ground. Etnmer Rushdi 
Pasha, who is nominally in command 
of the Turkish operation in the Mon- 
astir district, is seriously hampered 
in his efforts to suppress the insurg- 
ents by the fact that the instructions 
he received from here are constantly 
changed and that when a movement 
is undertaken a counter-order from 
the palace alters the whole situation. 


The Turkish commissariat depart- 


ments is in a wretched condition. The 
troops at Monastir for instance, have 
not been served with rations of meat 
for six weeks. 
The insurgent band 


in the villayet of Adrianople is also 
active. 
One band recently captured 


a detachment of sixty Turkish soldiers, 
near Haskoi, eiose to the Bulgarian 
frontier. Twenty four battallions of 
reserves in the villayet of Anatolia 
have been summoned to the Colors. 
The repeated attacks made by the in- 
surgents on the railroads and the in- 
adequate protection afforded by the 
Turkish authorities has compelled 
the otilroad officials to order, in spite 
of the protests of the military com- 
manders, a suspension of traffic on tha 
Salon-lea, Monastir and Uskub lines.

Fierce Battle Reported. 


Sofia. Bulgaria, Aug. 18.—A 
fierce 


battle is reported to have occurred in 
the neighborhood of Monastir. Three 
Turkish battallions attacked a thous- 
and insurgents and after the fight had 
raged for six hours the Turks were re- 
pulsed with the loss of 210 men killed 
or wounded. The insurgents loss is 
not given.

When They Captured Town Slaughter- 


ed Christian Population. 


Sofia. 
Aug. IS.—Reports received 


hen- from Constantinople and believed 
to be authentic, confirm the previous 
statements to the effect that when the 
Turks 
recaptured

lation without exception, and it is 
pointed out that among those killed 
were the employes of the government 
tobacco

which 


were under European control as the 
proceeds from these establishments 
were assigned to the service of the 
Turkish debt.

HOW THE LAW 


DEALS WITH IT. 


Full Text of Circuit Courts Decision in 


the High School Case. 


The decision of the circuit court in 


the high school cue 
wan rendered 


vesterday. as stated in the Times laat 
night, but as the finding of the court 
is of considerable interest to a large 
number of people, th« full tejct is pub- 
lished today, showing the conclusions 
of Judge Day and Mooney 
on 
the 


various questions raised. 


The petitioners are still fighting, 


however, and declare that they will 
not give up what they claim to be their 
rights until the case has gone to the 
court of last resort. The supreme 
court will take a whack at the prob- 
lems next, but there is likely to be 
•considerable delay oefore a decision is 
handed down from, that source. 


Following is the circuit court's de- 


cision as rendered at St. Marys: 


Tius action is for an injunction re- 


straining 
defendant 
from 
issuing 


bonds in tbt» amount of $75,000.00, ia 
opposition to a tas levy or levies for 
the consinietion of a High School 
building in the Lima City district. 


The case is in the Circuit Court on 


appeal, from the 
Cf>urt of Common 


Pleas, and an application has been 
made at chambers for a temporary in- 
junction. The application is refused 
and the temporary injunction is df- 
tiied for the following reasons: 


White plaintiffs aver that the action 


is brought by theta upon "their own 
!>efcaU and on b»half ot said School 
district, and of all the tax payers 
f.hfcreof" yet it is clear from the law 
that this cannot be done. A party in 
Ohio has in ge-nerai the right unA»T 
the constitution to prosecute an action 
ia his own be-half. When he assumes 
to sue on behalf of another, he must 
ahow a statutory power or authority 
to do. No statute has been found 
which gives to any tax payer resident 
ia a district, the risrht to sue ou behalf 
of the district, aud the causes on the 
subject go no further than to permit 
such tax payer to sue to preserve the 
property of the district when the de- 
struction of the property would resuit 
in the levy of taxes and consequent 
loss to tax payers to replace such 
property. 


This condition does not exist in this 


*:*5« and so th<> action is not brought 
fcy plaintiffs "on hchaif of said dis- 
trict. ' An action may be maintained 
fay on-» person of a few persons in be- 
r.aif of a numerous class, when it is 
impossible or impracticable to bring 
a.J the irt-rsons oefore the Court or to 
name them in the pleadings. 
In such 


cases the persons represented by the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs named must be 
persons having a common or a joint 
right with the named plaintiffs, and 
must be similarly situated. 
It is not 


a\t-rr«d in this pleading that there 
was any tax payer resident in said 
district at the time this action was 
commenced other than those plaintiffs 
named who were opposed to th.- issue 
of the bonds for high school purpose.-;.

expressed majority of the votes "at 
said election." Xow the voters at 
said election and upon that proposi- 
tion knew from the very language of 
the resolution of tbe Board of Educa- 
tion, and under which the matter was 
submitted to a vote, that the Board 
had no authority to make a levy to the 
amount of 175,000.00 unless as a r&- 
sult of an enabling vote of the bidders, 
but one plan for raising the money 
and levying the tax to pay it, was pro- 
posed and submitted. 
Each voter 


must have known that if the levy was 
made it. would of n-ecessity oe attend- 
ed wua a levy frons year to year and 
that but one named amount was to be j 
raised each year by levying part 
principal and part interest The ques- 
tions submitted, while though three 
in number, in point of form, consti- 
tute but one connected 
proposition 


Knwing these facts, a majority of th" 
voters cast their ballots in favor of 
the levy. This was not a consent only 
to a levy, but under the circumstances 
of the submission, was a consent to 
the only IPVJ- proposed.

deed the voters should express them- 
selves as against and opposed or af- 
firmatively to the proposed form and 
manner of levy, in any view it would 
seem that it the voter votes for the 
levy and then declines to vote upon 
the form proposed by that very act Be 
consents that he shall not be counted 
as either for or against the form of 
levy. It. can hardly be claimed tha' 
having voted for a levy and not hav-
